A meeting of the delegates to repre- 
sent this city in the mining convention 
which will assemble tomorrow, was held 
in the rooms at the Board of Trade yes- 
terday afternoon.

Some discussion on the subject, as 
well as other matters, took place, after 
which Mr. J. II. McGregor offered the 
following suggestions, which were voted 
on and passed: 

That the Victoria delegates be prepared 
to support the application of the Kootenay 
miners for a duty of 1% to 2% cents per lb. 
on lead ores, etc. 

An application to amend tho 2 per cent 
tux on ores. 

Such general amendments to Mining Act 
and Placer Mining Act us will substitute 
certain money penalties for the pic-ent 
penalties of lass of mining claims and other 
property for cases of neglect to comply 
wlth said Acta. 

Amendments whereby holders of 'hydrau- 
lic leases and other placer claims may ob- 
tain crown grants subject to Increasing 
rat.es of taxation when crown granted prop- 
erty is not worked to a specified amount 
per annum. 

That the convention be asked to consider 
means that will insure a better understand- 
ing between capital and labor, so that 
strikes (day be averted In the future. 

iDr. T, J. Jones was sure that the 
question of lead ores would come up 
before tho convention, and it would be 
right for tho Victoria delegates to se- 
cure, an expression of opinion on this 
subject.

Nanaimo, Feb. 23. — The hopes of hist 
week that today would see a settlement 
of the dispute were doomed to disap- 
pointment, and the situation is now- 
graver than at any stage of its history. 

This morning a mass meeting wus 
held at which a statement from Presi- 
dent Howard, detailing facts of the coal 
trade and virtually refusing tho de- 
mands, was read. The men debated 
over three hours, and decided to send the 
executive agaiu to the management aud 
to report at another mass meeting, the 
mines to remain idle in the meantime. 

V strike is not yet declared, The 
steamer WyelieJd is still here, and the 
Titania arrived today, so a possibility of 
a settlement without resort to extrem- 
ities theiefore remains. 

CUMPAX'Y'S STATEMENT. 

President Howard, in his statement, 
first demonstrates the dangerous com- 
petition of fuel oil, which, he said, has 
displaced coal in nearly every steam- 
generating plant in California, and ab- 
sorbed the trade of the gas companies so 
thai only three now manufacture from 
coal, these employing Welsh anthracite, 
while electric power plants with long 
transmission lines run by water power, 
.make competition plants using coul 'm- 
possible. 

'San Francisco companies are encour- 
aging the use of gas stoves to such an 
extent that thousands are displacing 
coal in households. These conditions 
had compelled the former owners of the 
collieries to sell, and forced the forma- 
tion of the Western Fuel Company, 
which, by concentrating all its efforts, 
expected to be able to control sufficient 
trade to keep tho Nanaimo mines fully 
employed. 

In the past the product of the Nanaimo 
mines was not an important fuctor in 
California retail trade, and now the lar- 
gest customer is rapidly substituting oil 
for coal in locomotives. 

A false impression prevailed regarding 
tho removal of 1 the duty. All contracts 
contain the stipulation that tho change 
shall be for or against tho buyer; there- 
fore, the buyers and not the producers 
reap the entire advantage. 

Australia is a strong competitor, bet- 
tor coal than that of Vancouver! Island 
(being offered at ,$4 a ton landed there. 
The only advantage to the Island is that 
the reduction of duty makes it hotter 
able to compete with Washington, •which 
could put coal on the cars at two-thirds 
of the expense incurred here. 
. OX UNION DE.MAXiDS. 
Regarding the demands of the uuion, 
the statement continues that tho safety 
lamp question is of no importance a"t 
present, but may become so later, and 
involve the company in 1111 expense not 
borne by any competing mine. The fact 
that an improved lamp had been intro- 
duced destroyed the reason for a spe- 
cial allowance. 

Respecting tho demand or a rise from 
SO cents to .$1 gross for long wall lower 
seam, tho statement points out that their 
predecessors opened it by day work at 
a disastrous cost. When the men wore 
thrown out by closing tho Chase -river 
mine, Mr. Russell had offered them 
work in the lower seam at the same 
contract rate as other parts of the mine, 
guaranteeing a minimum of three dol- 
lars per day. The men had declined. 
The company would not repeat the day 
work experiment, and the incident was 
regarded as closed. 

In refusing the demand for a general 
advance, tho statement says the new 
company took over from the old an 
agreement with the union, dated July 
2-1, 1801, quoting as follows. "The as- 
sociation agrees that under no consider- 
ation will they stop work by strike 
without, exhausting all other "means of 
conciliation available." Mr. Howard 
continues: "This agreement can be ter- 
minated by thirty days' notice on either 
side. At tho time of purchase wo 
were informed by Mr. S. M. liobius that, 
this agreement was then la force. Our 
company assumed obligations. Xo notice 
of termination was given, and the pres- 
ent stoppage of work is not in accordance 
with section :i. Proceeding, the state- 
ment, says the company had no intention 
to change conditions excepting with la- 
bor at the Nanaimo mines. Competitive 
conditions in tbo selling market required 
tho strictest economy to attain a mini- 
mum cost, but the company had not 
sought economy through an attack upon 
the pay roll of the employees, but would 
omplisb flint result in other direc- 
tions. 

Vfltor pointing out that tho miners 
.re playing into the hands of the 
Washington competitors by pelf-enforced 
idleness and had lost $20,000 already, 
and the report that the Southern Pacific 
was resuming coal was the reverse of 
truth, the statement concludes with the 
remark that time lias been wasted over 
matters too trivial for serious rwisider- 
ttion.

By an tndult of tllie loth .March. *lMio, the 
Holy See has given, for 10 years, to the

ver Island, tlie faculty of dispensing, in 
favor of working people, from the law of 
abstinence on certain days. 

By virtue of this indult and dispensation 
of Lent, working people are permitted t i 
use lle.sh meat once n day on all fast and 
abstinence days of ihe yi a exn pt Fi l 'ays. 
lAsh Wednesdays, Wertn sdav and Saturday 
In Holy Week and Ihe Vigil of Christinas. 

The above dispensation Is granted not 
only to working men and women, hut also 
to their entire families. 

It is eminently In accordance with the 
spirit or the Church, that all those who 
use the dispensations from tin' t'asl and 
u'bstlnnnce, should supply, hi part, tihe 
spirit of penance, by prayer and alms 
deeds, by avoiding all public shows, parties 
and amusements. 

The time for making Hie Ki.-tor com- 
munion extends from the lirst Sunday In 
■Lent to Trinity Sunday ln -lirslve. All the 
faithful are hereby warned that those wh i 
neglect to make the Raster eonimunl u 
violate a law of tihe church wtiich b nd« 
under pain of mortal sin. The transgres- 
sors of the law are, moreover, subjret to 
excommunication, and should they die, t > 
privation of Christian burial.

There was no reason why rents 
in Victoria should not be as high as 
they were in Vancouver, and landlords 
would secure much better rents if they 
paid more attention to improvements. 

II. K. Levy thought that there were 
at least •J(M) cm pt v houses in Victoria, 
but it was quite likely that the most of 
these did not contain all the improve- 
ments which some tenants wanted. Ho 
had traveled some lately and was most 
forcibly struck with the neat ship-shape 
appearance towns in other parts ,,f the 
world presented. The houses were 
painted and there were no tumbled- 
down fences to mar the general cleanly 
appearance of the cities. On returning 
here the vast difference in this respect 
which this city presented had been 
br'Might out very strikingly.

THE ALASKA BOUNDARY 

The tone of the English press towards 
tin- Boundary Commission foreshadows 
u surrender to the United Slates just 
us certainly as growing twilight fore- 
shmlows the setting of the sun, The 
following from the Spectator may he 
taken ;is fnirl; indicative of feeling in 
England : 

"We on this side are naturally de- 
lighted ut the prospect of getting rid of 
n tiresome and diillcult question which 
lias repeatedly threatened to throw a 
shmlow over Anglo-American relations; 
but the satisfaction at the prospect of a 
settlement should be, and we do not 
doubt is, no less real in America. . . 
Granted, that the Alaskan boundary is 
ifinnlly agreed upon and laid down, Can- 
ada will be able to proceed witli the de- 
velopment of her limitless natural re- 
sources without fear of interruption. 
Canada is naturally anxious that noth- 
ing which is rightly hers shall be lost 
in the determination of the frontier, but 
it is impossible to ignore the fact that 
she is most vitally interested in fretting 
the matter put outside the region of 
controversy. We sincerly trust, then. 
Hint a spirit of hearty good-will and 
an intention to finish the business once 
and for nil, will inspire both British 
and the American members of the Com- 
mission. Till the Somite has ratified 
the Treaty the Commissioners on either 
side will not he appointed, but we may 
safely presume that one at least of the 
Kritisli members will coine from the 
I nitcd Kingdom. That would seem 
the wisest plan to adopt, for the interests 
»i the Mother Country are vitally con- 
cerned in the settlement.. . . .' . . 
We must ask the Canadians, ami es- 
pecially the statesmen of the Dominion, 
on both sides in polities, to look at the 
matter in the broadest possibl 
and net. if they can help it, i 
public opinion tn drifl into the 
of expecting that, merits or no 
the Mother Country must stand up for 
her I>aiighter-laml. The problem 
must, in our view, be approached in 
the interests of Canada in the most 
reasonable spirit, and the Canadians 
must not expect Hie British Commis- 
sioners to net in pny but a strictly ju- 
dicial r-anni-ity. The same spirit 'must 
bo looked for from the Americans. Tf 
the Commissioners on both s j,i es , v ji| 
<»nlv adopt such an attitude, a satis- 
factory solution ought In lie arrived at." 

The comment nr.tr.rnlly occurs to 
Canadians that Canada is under no dis- 
ability in developing "her limitless na- 
tural resources without fear of inter- 
ruption." Anyone interrupting Can- 
ada in doing so would be subject to 
consequences of a singularly unpleas- 
ant character, and we know of nobody 
desirous of trying the experiment. 
Further, if the British commissioners 
act in a strictly judicial capacity, there 
would, in the face of the declared in- 
tention of tin; American commissioners 
to do otherwise, cause a greater ulti- 
mate injustice than if they did not. Re- 
cause the United States would by five 
to one get all it was entitled to. while 
Canada by three to three would get 
nothing. 

The fact that the treaty wont through 
the Senate without 'opposition gave us 
the greatest . concern, for the reason 
that we can understand no argument 
which would affect certain United States 
senators except an understanding that a 
diplomatic arrangement had been made 
with Great Britain by which the in- 
terests of Canada were to be laid on the 



altar of the Anglo-American entente. 
Canadian public opinion is as yet very 
far from imputing what would ho noth- 
ing short of treachery on the part of 
Great Britain to Canada. The thing is 
so unbearable that the very mention 
of it strikes us with a nameless fear as 
to the future of the Empire. But the 
Saturday Review makes no bones about 
it. Ic accuses the British government 
point blank of what in Canada at least 
would he considered the blackest kind 
of treachery. We can only hope that 
the Review is too prejudiced by its 
strong anti-United States bias to take 
a calm view of any question in which 
the United States is concerned. Surely 
in this day of Grace it is understood in 
Great Britain that Canada is herself 
the paramount "Imperial interest" and 
that the purchased friendship of the 
United States would be ill bought at the 
expense of the heartfelt loyalty and de- 
votion of the Dominion of Canada. The 
Saturday Review says: 

"Seriously disturbed at their own au- 
dacity in daring to act iu unison witli a 
government of which the United States 
has suspicions, the directors of our 
policy are throwing our premier colony 
to the able diplomacy of the United 
States as a small pledge of our deter- 
mination to be friends at nil hazards. 
So little is the English public allowed 
to know of the real opinit f! Canada ! 
that we are actually asked to believe 
that she is delighted at this pitiful aban- 
donment. . . . Even if ;i majority of 
the Commissioners found in our favor, 
which- is more than possible from the 
legal point of view, hut not from the 
political, we do not for an instant be- 
lieve, from their record, that our pres- 
ent government would have the courage 
to demand and enforce recognition of 
such a decision from the American gov- 
ernment. ... It yet remains to be 
seen what the attitude of the Canadian 
people will be. It may be such as will 
not imperil the position of Sir Wilfrid 
Luurier, but even shake the Imperial 
connection between ourselves nnd the 
Colony. Rut well-informed Canadians 
have had an inkling of what was in store 
and have made up their minds to an un 
favorable decision. We regret that we 
entirely share that anticipation. The 
three American commissioners will be 
strongly pro-American, the three Brit- 
ish will (with the exception of the. Cau- 
tulinn) he of an open mind witli n bias 
against the Canadian case. It will be 
jUtlie'r/ilsly Impressed upon them before- 
hand, that for •Imperial reasons,' it is 
highly desirable they should settle a 
vexed question, and the 'quiet I ' f 0* 
theory invites acquiescence in fnits nc- 
complis such as Dyea and Skagway. 
ICnglishmeu know and care so much 
more for what Americans think, or are 
supposed to think, than they do for Can- 
adian opinion, that they will one day 
have a rude awakening. Canada be- 
lieves thai she has always been sncri- 
liced and will be again for 'Imperial' 
reasons to American exigency, an 
is beginning to ask if it is reilly 
while propter imperium imperii p 
causas." 
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ATLANTIC SHIPPING. 
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The purchase of a line of Atlantic 
steamships by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company is the obvious an- 
swer, so far as Canada is concerned, 
to the Morgan combination of Atlantic 
shipping. That combination relied up- 
on the fact that ocean shipping is abso- 
lutely dependent upon railway trans- 
port. Given the control of railway 
transportation the control of shipping 
followed naturally and inevitably. 
When there was a great talk about a 
British-Cantidinn line to be run in op- 
position to the Morganised lines we 
venture:! to point out that it could not 
be successful unless developed along 
similar lines, unless dependent upon a 
competing railway system upon the 
American continent. Wo might as well 
try to light a modern ironclad with an 
old wooden three decker, as try to light 
the Morgan steamship trust on the old 
system of competitive ocean lines sep- 
arate from the control of land transpor- 
tation. Only failure was to be courted 
if competition was to be stimulated, but 
the principle which rendered the oppo- 
sition dangerous was ignored. For that 
reason, although the interests of the peo- 
ple and those of powerful transporta- 
tion companies are but seldom identical, 
we recognized thai the only hope for 
British-carrying trade on the Atlantic 
was the running of a powerful line of 
steamships in connection with the Cana- 
dieii Pacific Railway company. This is 
vi ry imperfectly understood by many, 
simply because they cannot grasp the 
fact that the competition which will 
protect Iheir business is not the com- 
petition by ocean carriers with the CP. 
R. but the competition of the C.P.R. 
ocean carriers with I hose of the Morgan 
combination. We may think it is a dan- 
gerous symptom thai so many of the 
great branches of human activity are 
monopolised in so few hands. Perhaps 
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cannot prevent this pro- 
it may be regulated in 
crest. If it cannot be 
criminal folly to ignore 
the ocean commerce of 
led by Canadian ra il wa v 
certainly no| so bad as 
.■an commerce of Canada 
American railway com- 
overumenl is in the last 
analysis paramount over the Canadian 
railway company, hut. the foreign cor- 
poration owes it no allegiance whatever. 
If llio American railway company ef- 
fects an economy in transportation by 
controlling ocean shipping that is an 
economy which the Canadian railway 
company, cannot effect unless il too con- 
trols ocean shipping.

It will be noticed that 110 
attack is made upon tlie principle of 
parly government. The opposition in 
Great Britain lends itself to the strie- 
Uire* of the Scotsman, because it is 
no longer a coherent party, but an as- 
sortment of ill-matched political groups. 
Possibly it is due to the same cause that 
the remarks of tlie Scotsman are so ap- 
plicable to the opposition in British 
Columbia. It says: 

"After a too brief recess, parliament 
will reassemble on Tuesday week, and 
the work of another session will begin. 
1 here is u great demand lor legislation, 
and a continual complaint of the inabil- 
ity of parliament to cope with tlie de- 
mand. The country will not fail to 
observe that the complaint comes chief- 
ly from the political party which 
makes it its cliiel business in the House 
of Commons to limit the output of legis- 
lation. The present opposition lias 
many weaknesses. It is tlie worst and 
weakest opposition that parliament has 
seen since tlie first Reform Act. And 
undoubtedly one of the chief causes of 
ils weakness and of its inability to re- 
gain Hie confidence of the country is 
ils House of Commons policy, the false 
and fatal policy of opposing indiscrimi- 
nately all the measures and acts of -the 
government. The public may sometimes 
tind it diillcult to judge the merits of 
this or that particular bill, but it is 
plain enough to the commonest common 
sense that the measures of the govern- 
ment are not all and altogether bud and 
injurious lo the country, and that a 
party which opposes and obstructs 
everything merely because it proceeds 
from the government is not wisely led, 
and is not moved by true public spirit. 
Indiscriminate opposition is had party 
policy as well as bad public service. If 
the country saw that the opposition was 
guided by some steadfast principle 
other than that it is its business to 
oppose everything undertaken by the 
government; if it saw that it put tlie 
public interest above the mere party 
Ratipfactioti of thwarting or giving 
trouble to the government; that it was 
ready, whenever it could, to eo-operate 
with tlie government in. expediting pub- 
lic business, and never retarded busi- 
ness or obstructed bills without good 
and substantial reason, then the country 
would begin to believe that there were 
some statesmanship nnd some genuine 
public spirit on the radical aide' of the 
House, and that; in case of need, the 
government of the Empire might safely 
he entrusted to the" hands of the radical 
leaders." •

There .were 
seven delegates chosen, and four or five 
are expected to be here for the meet- 
ing. They have well defined instruc- 
tions from the meeting which selected 
I hem in reference to the proposal _ to 
crown grunt placer ground, 11 subject 
in which Cariboo is greatly interested. 
These instructions tuo to endorse the 
principle of crown grants to placer 
claims, provided such precautions are 
taken that will ensure continuous work- 
ing of the ground. It is suggested that 
Koine scheme similar to certificates of 
improvement in the Laud Act for pre- 
emptions might be adopted, and on no 
condition should the grant be made to 
extend beyond the eight lenses which 
may bo taken uj) in a block at present. 
This is tx> prevent large blocks of ground 
being held without work being done on 
all the claims. Another suggestion is 
that should ground not bo worked the 
taxes upon such should be so heavy that 
the holder would be forced to abandon 
it, so that someone else could take it up. 
MR. BORLAND'S VIEW'S. 

Robert Borland, of Veith & Borland, 
who are well known men of the South- 
ern Cariboo district, is registered at the 
New Ellglund. lie is a delegate to the 
mining convention. Speaking about 
mining in Cari'boo, with which he ha 
been associated since 18(19, Mr. Borland 
says the miners are taking out much 
gold; in fact Cariboo is giving a good 
account of itself. The placers of Kcith- 
ly creel:, Snowshoe, Spanish and Phi 
Jer creeks are being worked by a num 
her of men. The water supply is good, 
but the season is short. lie has jllst 
sold a good quartz (property on Snow- 
shoe, which is a tributary of Keithley 
creek.

There are 11 large number of Chinese 
washing «ohl on the placers of South- 
I pt-u Cariboo, and sonic of them— there 
I are over one hundred in all— are doinr 
very well.

Tho Onward property, on Keithley, 
which .Mr. Borland is interested, d 
clarcd a dividend of S'J.OUd a few days 
ago.
